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not for very great interest the 

spread the movement for measurement, 
and equally great feeling indebtedness kin- 
dergartners for the very many and very important 
contributions which they have made educational 
progress, afraid should not have the courage 
address kindergartners, for frankly confess 
have little technical knowledge either kindergar- 
ten teachers their work. sure, when 
made arrangements come this earth, chose 
parents who would send kindergarten 
begin education, may safely claim have 
recognized the value this type training many 
years advance most you. Also, what 
asked for myself, have given three children. 
Then have faithfully attended your meetings 
various conventions, even the risk sometimes 
being the only man present. Finally, the kinder- 
garten teachers Detroit have done their best 
see that kindergarten education has not been 
entirely neglected. But all this training has been 
general and superficial and recognize clearly that, 
spite the fact that believe more thoroughly 
kindergartens than most school men administra- 
tive positions, not have that expert and tech- 
nical knowledge kindergarten theory and practice 
which would enable speak with authority. 
Therefore, you not like what have say, not 
let disturb you. function, see it, let 
you look school work Detroit, particularly kin- 
dergarten work, through the eyes man who be- 
lieves measurement. 

much for what think about own qualifi- 
cations speak kindergarten topics. Before 
can really arrive common basis understand- 
ing, however, will necessary one other 
thing, tell you something the use that has been 
made measurement Detroit.

one form another have been given Detroit 
schools every year since 1910. September, 1914, 
bureau educational research was created, and 
measurement made routine part school work 
certain subjects, arithmetic first, then spelling, writ- 
ing, geography, English composition, say nothing 
very large volume experimental testing which 
has not reached the formal stage. 

you were investigate you would find that 
was the testing abstract skills and knowledges which 
was first formalized. reason not difficult 
find. The three R’s are the more tangible products 
school work and those about which the public 
more often concerned. Our testing, however, not 
confined abstract skills. have experimental 
work under way the present moment tests 
appreciation literature, art, and music. be- 
lieve with Thorndike that whatever exists all 
exists some amount. other words, that every 
worth-while product teaching measurable, 
whether that product materialistic spiritual, 
but recognize that the more complex the process 
the more difficult measure. 

want dwell that point moment, for fail- 
ure grasp its real meaning leads many misun- 
derstandings. The point wish emphasize this: 
recognize plainly that measurement one phase 
product does not measure the whole product. 
For instance, find that measurement child’s 
ability add examples certain size does not tell 
anything about the child’s ability add examples 
different size, say nothing his ability 
subtraction, his honesty, his general worth. 
compare the gains made the classes two 
teachers tests given fifty words spelling, 
and find very much better than the other, 
not think the result necessarily tells any- 
thing about the comparative abilities the two 
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teachers. consider only that the test discloses 
condition need investigation. may the 
children the two classes had very different capaci- 
ties start with, one may have had great 
deal absence due epidemic mumps. The 
difference may have been caused any one 
score factors, which the relative abilities the 
teachers are but one. Therefore, try slow 
drawing conclusions. 

suppose the simplest way make our position 
plain say that not consider tests the 
giving tests the slightest educational value, 
except when they are used intelligent person 
means studying his work. other words, 
look upon measurement means end, 
and not end itself. Our testing carried 
aid teaching, and not teaching aid 
testing. look upon tests tools, kept 
their proper place and used intelligently, not blindly. 
are fully conscious their shortcomings and 
defects. large part our research work di- 
rected towards the improvement the tests them- 
selves. 

the other hand, have found the testing 
work invaluable aid the improvement our 
instruction. have learned many things did 
not know before, both about the children and about 
our teaching. The tests have enabled define 
our goals more definitely and achieve them more 
year Detroit our records show 
that there are thousands children who learn more 
easily, more effectively, more happily, because our 
testing program. Each year are able direct 
the work children, teachers, principals, and super- 
visors more intelligently because our use tests. 
Each year, also, are able devise more effective 
methods teaching result our experimental 
studies. 

admit the danger the use the test. 
have had our experiences -with teachers who used 
them mechanically and unintelligently, but the num- 
ber such cases grows steadily fewer each year, and 
the other hand the effective, intelligent use tests 
increases rapidly can hardly keep with it. 

want you know something the volume 
the testing work Detroit. The first tests were 
given grades but the movement spreading 
slowly upward and rapidly downward that today 
some sort scientific tests are given from the kin- 
dergarten through the high school and Teachers Col- 
lege. department alone uses more than mil- 
lion tests year. Counting the intelligence tests 


given the psychological clinic and the tests used 
supervisors their research work, estimate the 
total number standard tests given approximates 
million and half. Yet all this mere be- 
ginning, for our best testing work that done 
the children themselves when the tests are used 
integral part the teaching. 

However, not yet satisfied with explana- 
tions. have mentioned tests because many 
teachers discuss tests they were some species 
venomous reptile, but what really want you un- 
derstand not that are proud using million 
and half tests year, but the fact that this use 
tests means that literally hundreds teachers 
and other school officers are filled with the spirit 
research. They say effect: realize that our 
teaching not effective might be. be- 
lieve our work vital the nation, and are de- 
ready experiment, test, measure, fail, and try 
again, until have want you 
see that our large use tests means entire school 
system permeated with the spirit scientific inves- 
tigation and vigorously work constructively 
our educational problems. 

Nor content mention instructional re- 
search alone. Every department and every type 
work has also been touched the spirit research, 
and making more and more use scientific meth- 
ods. you study our building program, the out- 
standing feature will the architectural and social 
research upon which rests. you investigate our 
administrative program. you will find research stud- 
ies being carried everywhere throughout the 
system. you turn budget making cost ac- 
counting, you will find evidences the same effort 
get the facts scientifically, and the same determi- 
nation make the information serve for the upbuild- 
ing better schools Detroit. The progress which 
Detroit has made recent years rests founda- 
tion measurement, and, measurement man, 
cannot help feeling very proud the extent which 
the Detroit school system solid measurement. 

Naturally the question you are most interested 
is, does measurement program mean for 
the kindergarten? What can measurement contrib- 
ute kindergarten 

suppose the safest way begin discuss this 
which can probably agree and then proceeding 


the consideration those which are likely 
differ. 
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The first basic conclusion from our past measure- 
ment work the very simple one that children dif- 
fer. course, all know that children are not 
exactly alike, either their heredity their 
environment, but not anything about it. 
What mean that children differ much that 
one can hope very effective teaching who does 
not secure every bit available information about 
the physical, mental, emotional, social, and spiritual 
make-up each child, and then make adjustment 
teaching programs the basis this information. 
Stated this way, thesis serves call attention 
the fact that asking the impossible. 
teacher can possibly know enough about thirty chil- 
dren make thirty individual adjustments. The 
take the children into partnership. must make 
education democratic. must conceive teach- 
ing process assistance. must help the 
child teach himself. must study the child 
and learn from him. This has long been part 
the kindergartner’s creed, but the time has come 
put into practice. can agree nicely 

theory; shall probably differ sharply practice. 
The second general proposition which ask 
your assent that learning natural process, and 
can only take place accordance with 
laws. The psychologists have worked out for the 
fundamental laws learning. make teaching 
effective must proceed accordance with those 
laws; cannot against them. 


third proposition that education the 


kindergarten age more largely matter sensory 
and perceptual development than matter ac- 
quisition skill. Put another 
way, the work the kindergarten provide the 
children with series meaningful and significant 
experiences. Put still another way, the value 
kindergarten work judged almost wholly 
upon the basis the character and extent the 


experiences which provides. simply re- 


still possible learn something new. 
gartens are more exempt from the general need 
for continuous growth and development than the 
rest the school system, and kindergarten teaching 
cannot afford not make experiments. 

For instance, motor co-ordination measurable. 
The skill child bouncing and catching ball 
may accurately determined. the function 
kindergarten training improve motor co-ordi- 
nation, the child’s skill the end year the 
kindergarten should not the same the begin- 
ning. Precisely the same statements apply march- 
ing, taking out putting away blocks, taking 
off and putting rubbers, wraps, etc., etc., without 
end.

There danger that measure- 
ment the kindergarten will misused. have 
even seen kindergarten teachers who were more con- 
cerned over the precise use the gift material 
given technical way than they were over the devel- 
opment the children their care. the price 
pay for the frailty human nature. But 
not have misuse either materials methods, and 
keep measurement its place, and use 
tool, means investigation, can render great 
service. The chances benefit greatly exceed the 
risks danger. The path progress lies through 
the measurement door. Let not afraid ad- 
venture into the new fields knowledge and power 
which lie just ahead. 

last proposition based upon equally 
frank recognition that one us, and group 
us, knows all; that, our opinion and our conclu- 
sion, are certain disagree. well should 
disagree. All progress born variation. Stand- 
ardization without provision for intelligent experimen- 
tation and growth inevitably brings disaster. Let 
decide, then, that when disagreements come, when 
conflicts arise, shall take care not ruled 
prejudice, opinion. Let write large 
conventions that case disagreement, shall 
put our disagreement the direct test experiment 
and let nature decide. shall want slow 
deciding that have all tht data, shall reserve 
the right try the experiment again and again under 
varying conditions until have determined the 
effect each factor; but when the evidence all in, 
when the facts are known, let agree that, come 
what may, shall stand the facts and follow 
where they lead. other words, ask you agree 
use measurement and scientific investigation 
means harmonizing the conflicts human opin- 
ion and establishing truth. 

can probably agree, also, that all education 
process helping children change themselves. 
from where they are where think they ought 
be. Applied the kindergarten that means that 
our instructional problems are three great types: 
First, the problem definition aims, stating 
more definitely and objectively than have the 
past just where think the children ought be; 
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second, the problem finding out just where the 
child stands relation those aims, measuring 
the child every conceivable way that will give 
information that will use helping him;

Certain that now 
many children pass out the kindergarten before 
they are really ready for advanced work, while other 
children waste time the kindergarten because 
five they already have mentality seven eight 
years. 

Intelligence tests are first step sorting our 
children, but only first step. need keep 
accurate records all their temperaments, tastes, and 
peculiarities. second proposal, therefore, that

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what stimuli they are already sensitive to, what 
purposes they have already formed, and the details 
the process which they become sensitive 
new stimuli and learn form new 
nally, suggest that each teacher select some one 
outstanding and evident tangible product kinder- 
garten training and begin experiment with the 
measurement that product, publishing account 
her results that the rest may profit her 
experiences.

The Detroit Kindergarten Test

art education has been practiced for cen- 

turies. The science education its in- 
fancy. The art education has entrenched itself 
firmly that science has had little hearing. Art 
scoffed science and still incredulous. The sci- 
ence education slowly coming its own and 
instead competing with art find enriched 


improved art. 


The topic which discuss briefly deals with 
the science education. The measurement intel- 
ligence will doubtless down history one 
the greatest educational movements. School men 
everywhere are interpreting their problems terms 
intelligence ratings. Education literally steeped 
with discussions and reports mental tests. The 
International Kindergarten Union devotes one ses- 
sion, part, the measurement mental ability. 
Important changes have already occurred many 
points. School procedure being modified. 

Intelligence testing has had peculiar and signifi- 
cant development. was projected downward into 
the schools from that efficient modern school, the 
army. Mass measurements upon scale never 
dreamed demonstrated, under fire, their practical 
application. The close relationship that was found 
exist between intelligence and schooling turned 
the attention similar measurements school 
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pupils. Testing began shortly thereafter the 
schools, but particularly those grades where test 
blank verbal material was suitable. the lower 
grades doubts were expressed the feasibility 
group tests, but the experience locally with such 
work has been conclusively favorable. 

the kindergarten itself the nature the work 
was generally conceded indefinite and the 
children young and immature, that mental testing 
could well delayed until the pupils were more ma- 
tured. Now the inevitable reaction has 
undisputed that the intelligence the child must 
evaluated the earliest possible moment. Ten- 
der minds must not misfits for two three years, 
but should treated rationally from the very be- 
ginning and assigned work which neither baffles 
them because its difficulty nor disgusts 
cause its simplicity. serious problem ever 
remains unstudied and unsolved merely because 
difficulty alone. 

From some quarters have come charges that the 
activities the kindergarten not make serious 
demands upon the intelligence pupils. 
claimed further that the kindergarten teacher has 
little upon which judge the intelligence her 
pupils. The writer ready defend his position 
such misstatements. Kindergarten 
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teachers who worked faithfully the construction 
the test have also contributed the following items 
which are listed here substantiate our claims that 
demands are made upon the intelligence kinder- 
garten pupils: 

Description pictures. 

Discrimination color, forms, etc. 

The use numbers and counting. 

Common information. 

Reasoning—(why animals have heavy fur). 
Mastering rudiments music. 

General care themselves. 

Reproduction stories. 

Memory for rhymes. 

Directing others play. 

Meeting situations play. 

Impersonating animals play. 

13. Choice games: 

directions old games. 

15. Directions for playing new games. 

16. Developing ideas for games. 

17. Ability hand work. 

The list does not presume complete, any 
means, but has been carried far enough that 
persons not familiar with the real purpose the kin- 
dergarten may well take heed. Possibly the kin- 
dergarten were advertise its goods with larger labels, 
some innocent doubters would glad listen. 

Laying aside these issues, let set about meas- 
uring the intelligence the kindergarten pupil. 
native ability the boy and girl five years 
expressed pure and unmodified terms. Our field 
effort more promising than after many years 
experience, let say, when the child has schooled 
himself failure adversity, hide the real 
self which was his youth. demand today 
that the child shall tested young possible. 

recent article Dr. Terman emphasizes again 
that tests must prepared for very young children, 
means which, stated optimistically, many 
young minds through proper remedial measures 
can saved from the stamp backwardness. 
This idea quite startling, but listen gladly, since 
comes from one who speaks with authority. 

Thus far remarks have been general na- 
ture. now propose give brief review what 
has been attempted Detroit with testing the intel- 
ligence the kindergarten pupils. Major credit 
for initiating such work due our kindergarten- 
primary supervisor, Miss Heller. For the past two 
three years she has been seeking all occasions 
create interest among her teachers the im- 


portance correct early classification pupils. 
Finally, co-operation with Dean Courtis, evening 
college credit was arranged for training testing. 
the year the class was conducted Mr. 
Kaufmann. kindergarten 
were eventually enrolled this course. Preliminary 
work the introduction test building was fol- 
lowed later the year the actual try-out ideas. 
Not only did these teachers contribute their time 
and effort but their money see that the test 
should materialize. 

The members the first class requested the 
writer continue the work test building. 
Two classes were started the last school year. One 
class consisted new teachers who took training 
the use the Kindergarten Test. The other group 
consisted the experienced teachers who wished 
improve upon their last year’s product. has been 
the aim the class produce test which, while 
being measure intelligence, would also easy 
administer. Therefore, the work was planned 
that there would time element the test, 
nor separate scoring card. One the tests was 
retained modified form from the 
Other items were dropped being similar the 
First Grade Test, while still others were eliminated 
account requiring much space for presentation. 
Similar treatment was accorded new material 
which was introduced. Twenty-one tests were tried 
out. survived the final test. 

The road test building not rosy nor easy 
follow. credit due the teachers who 
worked overtime preparing the work from week 
week. The procedure was follows: Each week 
agreement was made two three ideas tests 
which were considered until the following week. 
that meeting these tests were discussed and listed 
items. The chief difficulty was not scarcity 
items, but that many good ones must eliminated 
reduce the test workable size. Usually forty 


more items were contributed for each test. 


general discussion eliminated many. vote was 
then taken upon the best ones remaining. was 
problem equally difficult decide whether any 
item was too hard too easy for the purpose 
hand. The surviving elements were then assembled 
carefully, drawn the mimeoscope and presented 
the class the next meeting. Each member 
tried out ten pupils who were selected advance. 
These ten pupils included least one good pupil 
and one poor one, the remainder consist average 
pupils. The following week the results were brought 
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and scored. Less than one third the prelimi- 
nary material was actually printed the final test. 

The grand total score several weeks’ work to- 
gether with teachers’ estimate the pupil’s ability, 
formed basis for qualitative selection items. 
There was close agreement between the total score 
and teachers’ estimates. order prove whether 
not any particular item was good enough 
included the final test was judged upon four 
standards: 

(1) Its freedom from too ambiguous features 
which were deliberately misleading; 

(2) The percentage all pupils passing suc- 

(3) The percentage the brightest per cent 
pupils passing it; 

(4) The percentage the lowest per cent 
passing it. 

Any items which the poorest group did 
well better than the entire group the best 
group were evidently undesirable. this manner 
all tests and items were tried out. 

Several weeks testing elapsed. Each week 
the ten pupils every teacher awaited eagerly the 
arrival new pictures, and each week they became 
more adept solving the puzzles which were able 
propose. Some tests which seemed very easy, 
suspected would more difficult for group 
who had not been training with tests. Accord- 
ingly, the material which seemed most promising 
was selected and submitted five hundred new 
pupils. Two important lessons were learned from 
this experiment. First, our suspicions were con- 
firmed that some tests were not easy earlier 
statistics showed them be; second, thirty teachers 
who had not used this test before, but were taking 
training giving the First Grade Test, were able 
secure good results upon rather short notice. 

After two preliminary try-outs, the test was pre- 
pared for the final edition. Eight tests were used, 
having total score points. The arrangements 
tests and items within tests were made with re- 
spect percentage success, proceeding from easy 
difficult similar manner the Binet examina- 
tion. Other points were also considered arrange- 
ment. which seemed easy administer were 
placed early the booklet. other cases order 
difficulty had sacrificed somewhat phys- 
ical arrangement tests the most convenient or- 
der. The graph which presented herewith shows 
how the various tests separated the pupils good, 
average, and poor ability. This information 


based study 232 pupils tested with the final 
edition. The graph shows the percentage suc- 
cess each the three groups each test. 
for example, the average score the best twenty 
per cent the pupils Test 2.97 points. The 
maximum score this test points. Therefore, 
the score this group per cent perfect, com- 
pared with the average group, which per cent 
perfect, and with the poor group, which only 
per cent perfect. Test No. was made easy inten- 
tionally, that practically all pupils might start 
with confidence. the eighth test the scattering 
success very marked, per cent success the 
good group, per cent the average group, and 
only per cent the poor group. similar man- 
ner all tests and items have been treated qualita- 
tively. Dr. Terman has aptly remarked that the 
actual statistics any test are worth more than 
ton theory. 

addition the percentage success and the 
general quality items, certain other criteria are 
useful determining the ultimate make-up 
intelligence test for very young children. allow- 
ing the child point the items six the eight 
tests, bashfulness overcome large measure. 
Simple verbal responses are used two tests. There 
time limit and the test completed from 
seven twelve minutes. correlation exists be- 
tween time and score excepting slight tendency 
for bright pupils finish more quickly than the 
others. One test consists eight-page booklet. 
easy handle. The examiner marks the 
blank whatever item the pupil indicates. 

The relative merits the individual and group 
methods testing were considered 
favor the group method, saving time was the 
chief factor. the balance for individual test 
find: 

(1) short time administer the test off- 
set the advantage the group method. 

(2) Pupils enter the kindergarten irregular 
times and they can tested individually without 
placing heavy burden the teacher. 

(3) Less confusion occurs the room the 
individual method. 

(4) The five-year-old child would experience 
material difficulty handling pencil and turn- 
ing pages. 

(5) Bashfulness overcome asking the child 
tasks similar that which used to, 
looking pictures home. 

(6) The teacher with experience observation 
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can learn the child’s ability not only terms 
score rating, but also the type response 
which makes. 

expect make use the Kindergarten Test 
classifying pupils they enter the kindergarten. 
Pupils who show exceptional ability will advanced 
into the first grade more rapidly they prove able 
assimilate quickly the training offered the kin- 
dergarten. Slow pupils will recognized such 
and probably will permitted remain the 
kindergarten longer than the usual time. are 
all familiar enough with the importance mental 
age standard know how fallacious depend 
upon chronological actual age for expectation 
school progress. When give the test ex- 
tensive scale thousands pupils this coming 
fall, norms will available, probably terms 
letter ratings. For the present can show you 
distribution scores for only two hundred and 
thirty-two cases, drawn from twenty-five Detroit 
kindergartens. believe that fair enough 
sampling show that the test suited difficulty 
pupils kindergarten age.

Amalie Hofer Jerome, Chairman 


United States Census 1910 showed that 
there were eight million women over ten years 
age so-called gainful occupations.. Six and 
one half millions were reported domestic servants 
the homes other people. There were twenty- 
four million women not accounted for. These were 
doubtlessly engaged, non-gainfully engaged, 
administering the American hearths and homes 
(not mention cradles) which are eloquently extolled 
our statesmen and Americanization agencies. 

For the duration the war many thousands 
these women stepped out from the shelter their 
homes into administrative and productive work for 
the greatest cause that ever called woman away from 
the fireside, namely, the winning the war that 
would end war forever. Many these women have 
not yet returned and many never will return 
domestic and non-gainful occupations, causing 
shift the social stratum which great enough 
create new era the life history human society. 

every turn there shortage helpers, 
hands, the humbler occupations which cluster 
about the home. Mistresses mansions well 
mothers young children have been pushed back 
into kitchen, laundry, and nursery, for better 
worse, and premium placed the labors which 
formerly passed under the name household duties. 

There dramatic coincidence between this 


and the coming the full franchise that 


admits women long coveted political duties, which 
some one has happily called ‘‘civic 
The same humanitarian type woman who helped 
win the war also secured the franchise, and that 
same kind woman put the kindergarten and 
manual training, vocational work and domestic 
science, into our national schools, and has for life 
span pushed child labor legislation and made the 
Children’s Bureau come pass. Her next purpose- 
ful activity will without doubt restore the 
family, institution, high and acknowledged 
function the living unit human society. 

The full franchise practically all the women 
the world has already brought more dignified 
regard for woman’s point view, and this reacting 
the practical advantage all family life interests. 


feelings, ideals, and even her ingenuous 
mental processes are taken into account the 
nations the earth, and openly enlisted not only 
serve, but conserve, the best assets the nations, 
namely, the children. 

Addressing group kindergarten students 
the juvenile delinquency increased the war, the 
judge said with impressive earnestness: ‘‘The longer 
work with the individual delinquent (and what 
more tragic than delinquent child) the more 
convinced that the real work must done, not 
the court house correction, but the home and 
with the family back the individual.

1918, the Bureau Education asked our Inter- 
national Kindergarten Union committee make 
study the curricula all colleges our country 
for the purpose ascertaining how much attention 
given these institutions the preparation 
young American womanhood for the inevitable voca- 
tions home making and child rearing. seven 
members this committee made canvass the 
printed catalogs for 1918-19 school years 110 
women’s colleges and 350 co-educational institutions, 
the latter reaching even larger groups women than 
the former. will noted that the cata- 
logs were pre-war content, while the purpose the 
study was direct result war emergency 
disclosures. 

already stated, the objective was ascertain 
the time given subjects which may said 
contribute specifically better home making and 
family life. The assignment this piece work 
kindergarten educators would seem fully 
justified, since that group has already given fifty 
years its study and experimental service, several 
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hundred individuals the group having given their 
lives and fortunes its promotion. 

While the work the college curricula com- 
mittee far from completed, enough the data has 
been organized show that the courses study for 
women have not heretofore been the 
requirements the average American family life, 
but also that there widespread tendency make 
the formal educational program function with more 
accuracy with reference present social needs. 

The history the women’s college curricula 
shows plainly that the entire subject women’s 
education was uncharted sea late the sixties 
and seventies the last century. Although uni- 
versities had flourished since the Dark Ages, the 
education suitable for women had barely been con- 
sidered. Late the seventeenth century, when 
Harvard was well under way, one Dr. Fuller writes 
speculative article the Conveniency the She- 
College and the title Female College appears still the 
1918 catalogs recently canvassed our committee. 

Woman’s Education, Marion Talbot, Dean 
Women the University Chicago, there 
gathered into one continuous story the educational 
provisions which society has deemed suitable 
mentality. This illuminating review shows 
that the aim the early courses was develop the 
mind the so-called means disciplinary 
studies, often with the secret hope prove equal 
the brain man. 

may interest you this connection read 
few paragraphs from the documents bequest 
which are the corner stones some our great 
women’s colleges. 

1861, Matthew Vassar gave large fund and 
brief program for woman’s college. addition 
the studies then offered regular college (that 
man’s college), stipulated the following: 

Physiology, and Hygiene, with practi- 
cal reference the laws health the sex; some 


political economy; some knowledge 


federal and state constitutions and laws; moral 
science, particularly bearing the filial, conjugal, 
and parental relations; domestic economy, practi- 
cally taught, far possible, order prepare 
the graduates readily become skillful house- 

took great pains point out the 
complete Domestic System, functioning like that 
well ordered family, the domestic education 
conducted theoretical course Domestic 
Economy, practically illustrated the workings 


the college, and regular hours sewing under 
competent Lastly, courses 
were provided for, courses telegraphing, 
particularly feminine employment, phonographic 
reporting and bookkeeping.”’ 

The making college curriculum for young 
women must have been exciting adventure 
those remote days. 1898, when Vassar had 
served women for over generation, there was 
introduced the first course Fducational Psy- 
chology, but the end the same year, the quali- 
fying word was dropped 
catalog, and this time when the kindergarten 
and child study movements were occupying the 
front the onward march public education. 

Converse’s Story Wellesley read letter 
which was written accompany the will Henry 
Durant 1867: 

“In view the appropriation and consecration

the same Story Wellesley Henry Durant 
described bringing the task inexperience 
the genus The first printed catalog which 
states the aims the college appeared 1877, just 
after the great national Centennial Exposition: 

leading aim Wellesley College edu- 
cate learned and useful teachers, and this aim 
kept view throughout all the courses study and 
all the methods The calendar 
then cautiously explained that these ‘‘aims must not 
very difficult study, such pursued none but the 
best colleges, and intended for those only who 
have vigorous health, more than ordinary 
etc. 

the close twenty years, 1887, Wellesley 
announced that will given the 
Science and Art Teaching, with special reference 
the theories Pestalozzi, Diesterweg, and 
During the following year this course was 
developed into and Didactics,” but not 
until 1890, eleven years later, did Wellesley offer the 
first course Educational Psychology. 1891, 
department domestic science was opened, 
described the catalog ‘‘academic lines, the 
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greater part the time being devoted sanitation 
and Four years later the Academic 
Council respectfully made known the trustees, 
that their opinion domestic science work 
hindrance the progress the College and should 
done away with soon thus 
and then disappeared from Wellesley all but purely 
cultural work.”’ 

These items from the recorded history college 
curricula reveal the fact that the institutions which 
were called into existence for the special purpose 
equipping young women for their life work, which 
eminently social, have steadily veered away from 
those subjects which are most nearly related the 
same, and that college women the nineties home 
making and child rearing were subjects taboo. 

There apparent confusion still the part 
curriculum makers, what constitutes prepara- 
tion for home and family life. 1918, the catalogs 
the one hundred and ten women’s colleges show that 
forty offer home economics courses for the purposes 
home making, and not primarily for the training 
teachers. these forty, only twelve give studies 
the home and the family, and none list the study 
and care children. All say the question, 
“Do you have studies the care children?”’ never- 
theless one reports lectures child nature 
and child hygiene, and one each Tennessee and 
Minnesota report short course home nursing. 

Thirty-four co-educational colleges, including sev- 
eral state institutions first rank, all offer expanded 
courses home economics for the purpose home 
making, yet eighteen not have lectures courses 
the subjects the family, home, child 
such. The catalogs the entire group thirty- 
four not list the subjects child psychology 
child care. Nevertheless one these conducts 
kindergarten and two have course care, 
feeding Several these are state agri- 
cultural colleges, with departments devoted 
wheat growing and bread making, with scarcely 
footnote mention the cultivation the human 
young. 

The member our committee who compiled the 
above discrepancies, herself assistant superin- 
tendent schools, asks: cana college give 
course home making and omit all study the 
constituent factors, child life and family 
She further makes note that the major colleges for 
women have seemingly not concerned themselves 
with adjustments the curricula general progress. 
Variation from the type and from tradition, which 


law fundamental progress organic life, would 
not seem operative great cultural institu- 
tions. One college authority explains women’s 
colleges are more stable and not therefore respond 
much popular demands, develop many 

May these observations help explain why 
certain type educational institution has times 
found itself short-circuited far living issues are 
concerned. 

now well understood that home economics 
made entrance into college curricula courtesy 
the department. chemistry, and forever after 
carefully avoided all accusation being 
The scars that struggle for self-preser- 
vation are still evident, but the time deserved 
freedom hand. Only yesterday the living 
infant was admitted the great laboratories 
Johns Hopkins, order that scientific studies may 
made the interest home and school, both 
which exist for the child. 

Our committee found that 1918, ninety-six 
women’s colleges published home economics courses 
departments, forty for home training, and fifty- 


six for training teachers, not counting the four 


purely technical schools, Russell Sage, Simmons, 
Denton, and Mississippi Industrial. these, forty- 
nine offered courses two more years; nine 
four-year course; only six the entire number 
requiring the work students graduate. 

Not all colleges offering home economics stated 
the number students entered these elective 
courses. However, eighteen showed that 4,366 
women, 636 had registered for the home economics 
courses, which less than six per cent. The number 
women choosing these courses was largest schools 
offering four-year course, leading degree. 

The Illinois College Jacksonville, 
with enrollment 700, reported fifty-two the 
four-year course; Florida State College for Women, 
five out 395 two-year course, and Milwaukee- 
Downer thirty-seven out the enrollment 313, 
electing the three-year home economics. The Michi- 
gan Agricultural College offered elective course 
1919 advanced nutrition, and makes the proud 
record having forty-one students attend it, out 
enrollment 1,800. 

one can doubt that the paramount interest 
young women, whether college, factory, office, 
home, life, life, with all its marrying and giving 
marriage, and its accessories housekeeping and 
children. There are only two possible explanations 
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for the apparent indifference the young college 
woman toward home-making studies,—either these 


not sufficiently vital themselves, the public 


sentiment still follows the tradition that the data 
life and the processes human development are 
unsuitable topics for intellectual pursuit. 

One tempted parody: 


Lives there girl with soul dead, 
Who never herself has said, 
This own, own hope chest, 
For things for days dreamed are the best? 


these pragmatic days, mental hope chests, 
frankly and enthusiastically stocked up, should not 
beyond the range vision. 

The following testimony comes from woman 
graduate from one our great co-educational col- 
leges, and one several the hands the com- 
mittee: 

“When entered the university eighteen, 
had two general the aim education. 
wished prepare myself first, for some vocation 
which would give continuous work interest and 
supply livelihood; second, become happy and 
effective individual home when should marry 
and assume part the responsibility home. 
had particular bent toward any profession, 
seemed that the domestic science course would 
supply both needs. took the chemistry pre- 
requisite and one general course household admin- 
istration, but found after considerable deliberation 
that was not sufficiently interested household art 
make vocation. The courses were designed 
primarily for teachers and concluded that this 
line study would not adequately serve either 
purposes. gave the idea marriage and set 
about laying foundation for vocation. 

“After graduation from the university took 
year’s course professional school, and now 
prepared pursue vocation. were faced 


the prospect immediate marriage would 


feel very definite lacks education. 

“By fortunate accident, the social science 
course gave some foundation material, for home- 
making, but repeat was mere accident. the 
department education university could 
have taken courses education, educational psy- 
chology, etc., but here again the work was given 
entirely from the professional teaching point view, 
and not preparation for the home care the child. 

not prepared offer any suggestions 
the possible courses for such needs mine. merely 


wish point out that felt vaguely that home 
making was large task and that earnestly wished 
find some preparation for that task. con- 
vinced that there are many young women universi- 
ties, who, when they are graduated, feel similar 

the 1918 catalogs women’s colleges, 
found twenty-seven that offered more less psy- 
chology their 11,000 students. these, sixteen 
required all students take the minimum courses 
from seventeen thirty-four weeks. One large 
eastern college, attended 800 young women, 
offers elective courses education, and only very 
small number avail themselves the history edu- 
cation, which the story the rearing the young 
all the peoples, through varied programs educa- 
tion and culture. 

most important state here that the actual 
time given, directly and indirectly, forming the 
standards home and family life, may not justly 
treated any catalog, and that your committee 
counts all studies, cultural and disciplinary, thus 
contributing. course which technical title 
may presented one who has the gift making 
live, and single sermons and lectures there are which, 
one short hour, change common knowledge into 
wisdom, the complex adventure 
call life, all down the years. 

interesting study was made 1915 the 
interests women students themselves, six our 
best-known colleges being canvassed for the purpose, 
and twenty-three different subjects listed. Each 
723 students indicated her favorites, the order 
preference. The majority choice was, course, 
English, that being universal requirement, and 
usually considered snap courses; sociology was 
third, education sixth, social science was seventh, 
and physiology twenty-second. Only one the 
six colleges that time offered short course 
home economics, while three had two-year social 
science courses. One offered choice for certain 
requirement, either history political science. The 
latter was chosen eighty-eight per cent the 
students. 

The author this study observed that the “‘inter- 
est the students lies primarily those studies that 
have countless illustrations everyday life, namely 
the social sciences, and that there evident 
suppression these interests until the woman comes 
out 

The conservative curriculum has been defended 
the official statement that women with brains 
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not choose courses education, kindergarten, and 
home economics. The study the choices just 
reported would not entirely support this claim. 

Men and women, intelligent educational 
matters, especially men, are urging that greater 
prominence given the human-interest subjects, 
that certain these made universal requirements, 
and that the long detour reaching the home life 
goal way the chemistry department short- 
ened. 

only one our states has been proposed 
include child training the vocational work for 
women under the Smith-Hughes provision. Why 
should not feeding, rearing, and harvesting the 
finest possible crop human young enlist federal 
funds, and state fervor, now this time when all 
Americans are calling the God their Fathers 
for life more abundant, and Democracy more per- 
manent? 

There ancient adage which says: old 
mother good lived for many years 
colony new immigrants, who for so-called 
economic reasons had left all the old mothers behind 
Russia. were besought for advice all times 
domestic denouement, betrothals, weddings, chris- 
tenings, sickness and death. these new families 


the young mother was too frequently factory hand,’ 


only one two years removed from European 
grain field. was there that learned under- 
stand the great value mothers and grandmothers 
the economic and social life community, and 
honor their experience, dearly bought, and 
their perspective the human situations which 
make life. spite their classification un- 
scientific, these should gathered up, sifted, and 
added unto that which has been guardedly 
admitted the college curriculum domestic 
science, home economics, social science. 

The founders both Vassar and Wellesley 
specified their original plans those subjects and 
activities which would utilize the basic instincts 
womanhood, recently called yearnings Dr. Meyer 
Johns Hopkins. There can doubt whatever 
that these same rejected provisions will again come 
knocking the doors, and admitted revivals 
the curricula these great colleges. 

Bob, just seven years old, came his mother last 
week, deeply agitated because boastful assertion 
the little fellow who lives upstairs: ‘‘Mother, 
bachelor. But I’m not, going 


recounting the incident, Bob’s mother con- 
fessed father that she never thought 
anything about some day being mother and 
then asked him: you ever imagine yourself 
being father with home keep for live 
children?” can’t say that ever crossed 
mind, but always thought that would in- 

Who has not smiled with amusement the little 
May not have been high and heroic 
aspiration, innocent instinct itself? 

There have been many such little girls, but the 
one heard make the assertion that far-away time 
long before she was Red Cross worker, has the 
record being one the best kindergartners the 
great western state which ranks second our entire 
country educational efficiency. 

Down the seventies all women were ‘‘just 
which course meant that they were 
weavers, cooks, gardeners, preservers fruits, 
meats, and vegetables, clothing and candlestick 
makers, first and last aids the young, the middle 
aged, and the old, administrators charity, pillars 
the church, and rearers what men today praise 
the good old-fashioned family. 

Since those good old days, these unorganized 
and non-gainful industries the home, for and 
the home, are metamorphosed into factory products, 
handled mail order houses and purveyors, who 
turn are watched federal legislation and forced 
keep standards clean and non-arsenic. 

Since those good old days domestic and juvenile 
courts have been instituted help regulate the 
family life the great cities. The records these 
courts single day own home city, show 
plainly that men, women, and children need 
trained for the requirements domestic life and given 
working knowledge those procedures which are 
essential the rearing and development the 
human young. Significant studies have already 
been made which show that the new home, headed 
factory girl limited domestic experience, 
tardy getting under way, and only frequently 
founders before the first child arrives, the child for 
which the entire economic system organized society 
has been evolved. 

The knowledge how make family life suc- 
cessful has been far too incidental and casual 
insure anything like normalcy the ever newly 
rising tides human life. Courts law and the 
reprimands great judges cases flagrant 
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blunderings are substitute for the purposeful 
home built human and social science. 

Even Mrs. Gilman, who would remove from 
home environment the disciplines kitchen and 
the Monday wash tub, insists that and 
mothers must work together for the interests 
the She does not however enumerate 
these interests nor does she indicate how and where 
fathers and mothers may acquire the wisdom, in- 
sight, and skill necessary deal well with this 
greatest all complexes, one which has gone 
through the centuries ever accumulating more com- 
plexity. 

When the schools our country opened 
September, they were flooded with aspiring youth, 
many the great state colleges being filled 
capacity. Chicago alone 135,000 girls and young 
women registered private music schools, and 
Heaven only may count the army enlisting 
typists, and comptometrists. 

For the past two years the has con- 
ducted vocational conferences for high school girls, 
soon the raw recruits and replacement troops 
the business ranks. ‘The widely advertised sub- 
jects considered these information conferences 
read: Office Occupations, Commercial Art, Interior 
Decorating, Medicine and Nursing, Salesmanship, 
Library Work. 

The Woman’s League certain city now 
conducting ‘‘Better Homes and experts 
are presenting the following topics: Home archi- 
tecture and its possibilities; Interior decorating; 
Furniture types with exhibitions; Pictures, how and 
where hang them; the Movie and the Home; 
What Can Paint will do; House gowns, negli- 
gees, and caps more beautiful. 

cannot refrain from calling attention here 
pursued the students the kinder- 
garten training schools our country, which include 
two and more years the specific study child 
nature and child nurture, developmental activities 
and methods, mother craft, and above all the daily 
cadet service the nurseries, kinder- 
gartens, playgrounds, and social settlements the 
city, participating story hour, home visiting and 
neighborhood life, knowing first-hand from two 
three hundred little children and their 
Long before child psychology was underwritten 
scientific gentlemen, old women said: ‘‘Take 
child the hand and you take the mother the 
heart.” 


entirely logical for kindergartners sub- 


mit list essential subjects, leading directly 
the preparation for home making and child educa- 
tion the entirely feasible for kinder- 
gartners make requests colleges and other 
educational institutions, expand their home 
economics include such subjects and print the 
same their catalogs, that public general 
and young womanhood particular may know 
that education longer evades the business life. 

kindergarten training schools 
gartens for little children the arts home making 
and child nurture are practiced far more com- 
prehensively than any other educational depart- 
ment human society. own faith this study 
and training great enough 
long step social evolution will have been 
taken when every child has his minimum one year 
kindergarten, when every young woman required. 
serve minimum one year child care, and when 
the more extended study home making and 
child nurture are pre-requisites college degree. 

Who shall say that home and family were made 
the center the curriculum, the courses science 
would differ very much from those offered the 
present time?

matter great rejoicing that the picture 
Humoresque, which exalts zealous mother wit and its 
miracle-working power, has been applauded from 
coast coast.

The recent crumbling ancient governments, 
which were builded from the top downwards upon 
socially undeveloped masses, has brought rude 
awakening our people. are still near enough 
all the bloody consequences fired with 
determination renovate our educational processes, 
free them from the hypnotic spell which counted 
school any institution greater than the child, 
and which has made men forget that the family and 
the home are the norm all national and social life. 


The Binghamton Way 


UCH energy, thought, and money have been 
and are being expended propaganda for 
establishing kindergartens throughout the United 
States. The importance and necessity for such 
movement are unquestioned. The kindergarten 
vital part any school system. The public should 
educated recognize this fact. 

the city Binghamton this propaganda 
unnecessary because the kindergarten established 
the entering grade the school. There could 
more exist school without kindergarten this 
city than school without third eighth grade. 

The plan was worked out first one kindergarten, 
then, because found workable and beneficial, 
was carried out all the kindergartens the city. 
This plan has been the means educating children, 
parents, teachers, and the general public the 
knowledge the meaning and worth the kinder- 
garten and its ideals. 

The children enter the beginning class the 
kindergarten the age five years and attend dur- 
ing one session the day. The work this class 
the beginning kindergarten work. children five 
and one half years are immature, parents for 
some reason desire, those over five years may 
entered the beginning class conditions permit. 
the end one term children progress satis- 
factorily, they are promoted the advanced class 


the kindergarten, which meets for one session each 
day. The work this class includes the songs, 
stories, poems, dramatization, rhythms, games, gift, 
and occupation work the kindergarten advanced 
class with twenty-five minutes each day connect- 
ing class work. The division time for this twenty- 
five minutes determined the individual teacher 
according the needs the children. 

About fifteen twenty sight words are presented, 
board work only being done. charts books are 
used. These sight words are taken from phrases 
which are found story told the teacher and 
dramatized the children. The story the intro- 
duction this work and the whole development 
carried out the play spirit. After the story has 
been presented, reproduced, and dramatized, sen- 
tences from the story are placed upon the board and 
phrases are taken from these sentences. Thus 
reading thought units emphasized from the 
beginning. From these phrases the single word 
taken and sight words are thus recognized. When 
the children are familiar with certain sight words, 
other phrases and sentences made these words 
are placed upon the board and read the children. 
These sentences make little new story each time and 
the story play interest always keen. the 
basal story are nouns, the names familiar animals, 
bird, cat, pig, squirrel; also the nouns mother, 
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girl, boy, house, tree; number action verbs, 
jump, run, fly, come, sing, play. Thus the story 
introduces words familiar and interest the 
children and appeals their play spirit from the 
start. 

The only formal work number counting 
fifty and recognition the symbols through ten. 
Much this work may done the morning 
circle and the use the weather calendar. 

Some practice making ovals and position 
the board for writing also done. 

The words and phrases presented the kinder- 
garten are used the first grade conjunction with 
the beginning work there. Children must pre- 
pared the work the connecting class order 
qualify for the beginning class the first grade 
just they must complete the work the preceding 
grade order qualify for any grade the school. 

This plan gives the kindergartner definite, 
tangible basis for promotion the first grade because 
she can judge the child’s ability the first grade 
work his ability the connecting class work 
the kindergarten. 

The first grade teacher receives from the kinder- 
garten class children uniform ability, capable 
doing the work assigned for the first grade. This 
eliminates the criticism the first grade teachers who 
complain that kindergarten training does not prepare 
children for the work the first grade. 

The basis for promotion many kindergartens 
the child’s age. This not fair the child nor 
the teacher. Many children are not able 
six years age what others easily five years. 
Would any school system advocate age basis 
promotion from grade grade? Then why this 
basis promotion from kindergarten the first 
following this plan, are often asking 
child the impossible and either crushing out 
ambition and all confidence self, allowing him 
form habits inattention and lack effort 
because the work far beyond his ability. 
this same child completes another term the 
advanced class the kindergarten, even though 
may six years old, doing the work which 
capable doing, will proceed the work the 
first grade with pleasure well profit. 

Parents are fast becoming educated the value 


the kindergarten. When parent brings child 
school with the trite remark, don’t believe 
the kindergarten, amounts nothing, the children 
only play she told that the kindergarten 
the first entering grade the school. The child 
must able the work that grade before 
can admitted the next class. Every child 
enters school through the kindergarten. Reluctantly 
the parent takes her child the kindergartner, who 
receives them both kindly, explains the work the 
kindergarten, not the connecting class work only, 
but what the kindergarten stands for, its place 
the life the child, etc. She invites the mother 
remain and begins the education another parent 
the meaning and work the kindergarten. This 
parent goes from the school with entirely new 
view the kindergarten work and ideals. She 
often the means educating and interesting other 
parents. the child entering school for the first 
time six years age over, tested the 
kindergartner, and if, her judgment, able 
directly the first grade, given trial 
there. 

The first grade teachers have become more 
interested the kindergarten. Knowing some 
the work done, they are inquiring into other phases 
the kindergarten work. They are talking with 
the kindergarten teachers the children’s work, 
their special needs and how best meet these needs. 

the same way the kindergarten teachers are 
learning the problems, aims, and work first 
grade. There bond between the kindergarten 
and first grade which makes for better understanding 
and sympathy the part both kindergarten and 
first grade teachers. 

The kindergarten not losing any its play 
spirit, its ideals are not lost sight of, the 
the first grade not creeping push the kinder- 
garten spirit out. The children are simply getting 
their introduction first grade work the atmos- 
phere and spirit the kindergarten. 

Our kindergartens and first grades are much closer 
spirit, the teachers have better understanding 
each other’s problems, the children are given 
fairer opportunity their best work, and the 
public being educated knowledge the 
kindergarten and its place the school system.

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The Project Method Kalamazoo 


May Raymond, Kindergarten Supervisor 


HAVE been asked tell the Kalamazoo ex- 
periment and what offers the way cur- 
riculum material that grows out project work. 
Before you can judge the value this would 
seem necessary state the experiment. 

September, 1919, undertook new type 
organization the first grades. were given the 
right break with all former curriculum require- 
ments for six months effort build cur- 
riculum which might provide for the six-year-old 
child and his needs, since the light present 
standards that what should determine education 
for little child. 

order true the experiment felt that 
could not prescribe the curriculum for these first 
grades even for the kindergarten for, this 
time, the kindergarten had never been the 
grade below, had been the kindergarten function- 
ing desirable but not essential way the 
system. realized that the aims for the kinder- 
garten would need modified somewhat the 
light what now had opportunity carry for- 
ward first grade. 

Upon analyzing the various types projects 
which the kindergarten children had been engaged, 
found that they held the beginnings all the 
arts and sciences which make education. The 
child’s desire experiment, investigate, ex- 
plore, led him undertakings which terms 
later education call science; his desire tell, 
communicate, led him undertaking which involved 
linguistic ability—the art language; his desire 
express led him many undertakings which dra- 
matic play leading all the later values dramatic 
art but one form. 

were convinced that habits, skill, apprecia- 
tion, knowledge, relation all these aspects 
the arts and sciences were being fostered and devel- 
oped through these purposeful activities the kin- 
dergarten. seemed reasonable expect that the 
same method first grade would provide for prog- 
ress these fundamental beginnings. 

The matter reorganization necessary bring 
this about held its problems. 

realized our responsibility the public— 
that there must waste—that the child must 


the gainer were responsible for the next 
six months his school life. far the public 
was concerned, the experiment was fairly safe for 
six months’ trial. The beginning second grade had 
always needed review grade for all children. 
Thus had six months’ margin did review- 
ing. the end six months extended this 
type training include the whole year first 
grade work. are now working with the fourth 
successive group who have entered this flexible situ- 
ation. The other groups have moved on—the first 
group now second grade. 

the light our experiences these two years, 
the contribution would make public school 
system which has been bold enough set new 
standard for first grade attainment this: be- 
lieve that the curriculum which growing out such 
informal procedure the primary grades, together 
with such adjustments are being made all along 
the line, will ultimately far richer and more valu- 
able than our schools have yet offered. the mean- 
time have definite proof that the child trained 
this way does not lose even his attainments 
measured more formal standards. other words 
these second grade children have been able carry 
advanced second grade work satisfactorily and 
many cases more satisfactorily than the second 
grade groups taught more formal methods. 

Further significance may given this conclu- 
sion give brief consideration some the dif- 
ficulties that have had met during these months. 
The present accomplishment had stand the strain 
its severest test while many these difficulties 
were still existent. 

One great obstacle was, course, lack faith 
the part the public. They bore with for 
few weeks and then lost time making known 
their objections. The fact that the average parent 
still far from appreciating the educative value 
found this attitude was far more serious thing 
deal with when came from first grade parents. 
addition they objected strongly anything 
experimental nature taking place public school 
system. needed the combined efforts super- 
intendent, principals, and teachers meet this wave 
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criticism. doing this, made excellent 
use our Parent-Teacher Association. held 
smaller group conferences and let opportunity 
for personal work with individual parents pass by. 
have convinced sustaining majority that the 
children are receiving training the fundamentals 
that are essential this period just truly they 
ever did. have helped them understand that 
the experimental part has been largely along lines 
reorganization—that the basic principle that 
education growth has long been indorsed our 
best thinkers. 

have felt the need more tangible evidences 
the degree growth that the kindergarten child 
attains but the data from the kindergarten Progress 
Cards have been most helpful. Parents have seemed 
realize that growth along such lines essential 
but they have difficulty appreciating that atti- 
tude toward reading—the creating desire 
read—is important step growth ability 
read. Here again the report statements, which 
were modified very greatly, have been splendid 
means toward helping parents appreciate the new 
standards. The home must understand before 
can co-operate. 

these report statements set forth the aims 
under each heading. felt that the lack un- 
derstanding sympathy the part many the 
second grade teachers and the building principals was 
another serious problem, the beginning. The 
superintendent displayed rare insight handling 
the situation with the supervisory corps. called 
the group conference, went record undeniably 
favor giving the plan trial, had the plan thor- 
oughly presented, and then asked for the support and 
co-operation the group for one semester, stating 
that its success was dependent upon such co-opera- 
tion. 

the end that time report was made 
this group. Many the principals had been follow- 
ing the work very closely their own buildings— 
some had already reached sense conviction that 
the move was the right direction and others were 
becoming more open-minded. The working situa- 
tion did more discount their worries than in- 
crease them. They voted unanimously that the 
benefit full year given the experiment. Asa 
result incorporating the principals this way, 
the kindergarten seemingly more truly recognized 
the beginning grade our public school system 
than has ever been before. 

Time and effort have also helped bridge over the 
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difficulties the second grade situation. this 
connection would like express appreciation 
the support the Elementary Supervisor, Miss 
Shaw. needed faith and optimism 
face the responsibility taking the supervision 
second grade. one crucial point the experi- 
ment seemed though this optimism must 
down. This was last September when many sec- 
ond grade teachers had left the ranks and those who 
remained and the new ones were far from strong 
their faith. They were that time, however, given 
opportunity select any basal reader that they 
desired for their groups, the general reorganization 
second grade was gradually worked out dur- 
ing the semester. 

three weeks ‘‘works without these 
teachers begged return A/dine—their first 
grade children could read but their vocabulary did 
not fit into books. The wise supervisor permitted 
the change and had her reward February when 
the request for the very plan she had suggested came 
from the teachers themselves. The next semester 
each beginning second grade undertook whatever 
basal work seemed most ready grasp and work 
going well. The second grade teachers now feel 
that primer reading ability not true measure 
the child’s power. 

The problem that has seemed most perplexing 
the whole situation was that securing teachers able 
meet the opportunity the first grades offered. This 
type work too new for one expect secure 
teachers who are trained and who also have the ex- 
perience keeping with their training. the 
emergency did what perhaps ought 
more often. made appeal the kindergart- 
ners the strength the professional opportunity, 
and they met and some moved first grades. 
selected young graduate teachers from training 
schools where the unification the work these 
grades stressed; and reappointed kindergarten 
trained primary teachers whose experience had been 
along more formal lines, but who had never been 
satisfied with primary practice. Then placed all 
the faith the world these teachers. 

gave them much freedom their 
poseful asked them give the chil- 
dren. The result has seemed bring the end 
with much that common attainment 
grades. note growth that whole level above 
anything the kindergarten ever attained and has 
been arrived through individual and group experi- 
ences. But teachers have never felt hum- 
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ble, never clearly appreciated how much must 
learn order this thing well. 

The schools now more than ever need the services 
the expert teacher who able establish new 
standards; but need ask teacher undertake 
this work blind faith. have learned that 


may truly consider the child and matters that con- 
cern his interests and still follow road that lies 
straight and that always gives clear vision 
the goal—an education that will fit the individual 
for living life its fullness.

RADITIONAL formulas teaching are swept 
away the compelling force the great 
idea—the purposeful act The problem, 
then, before the school today the the 
class-room And what about this teacher 
today who has been the teacher many yester- 
days—sometimes called thé “immovable teacher’’?

The freeing the teacher! great project! 
The purpose clear, the planning and execution require 
infinite care, infinite patience, and, above all, great 
inspiration. will more than matter months 
undo the bondage years. She must not 
hurried nor coerced, nor subjected criticism. 
She must have free access all that helpful 
the way suggestive materials insure independent, 
interested, and happy children. She must given 
chance experiment. She must touched 
the enthusiasm and inspiration guiding power. 
has been said, and truly, spirit the teacher 
the real quickening emphasis 
given purposeful activities. The teacher’s part 
stimulate the child purposeful activity, 
subject-matter. Thus the kindergartners are 


led appreciate the necessity for subject-matter 
for background. child has project his 
own the teacher does not interfere, but encourages 
him and sees that succeeds. 

the St. Paul kindergartens, while some 
kindergartners had felt the need the project 
method and had begun the experiment with 
understanding its principles, the question was how 
get the project method appeal all. What 
practical measure adopt catch the attention, as. 
were, attract, divert her, albeit 
from her former more mechanical methods. Some- 
thing different equipment and materials 
needed. The choice was limited, there was the 
financial side consider. After some deliberation 
was decided send each school, more less 
the nature surprise, celluloid dolls seven 
eight inches length, jointed and unjointed—as 
many dolls there were children. Also celluloid 
animals,—horses, dogs, cows, and sheep. The 
themselves more naturally play purposes. was 
then suggested that the teacher watch free, spon- 
taneous activities the children with blocks, sand 
table, etc., with these toys the center interest, 
naturally they would be. dressing the dolls 
was suggested that place cloth, tissue crepe 
paper used. The teacher activity connected with 
needle and thread would thus avoided. 

This proved happy experiment and the 
effect the teacher most gratifying. The experi- 
ence acted shock the established bonds, 
previously referred to, and put action new set 
made strong from the pleasure, the genuine fun, and 
the situation. The wish, the desire 
for this type work was itself stimulus the 
new bonds and weakened the hold the old. 

About this time were fortunate securing the 
services authority project work with whom 
had two conferences. This was inspiration 
large dose. 
definite. The work progressed without pressure 
coercion. Each teacher went her own pace and 
undertook only what she felt she could handle. 
Free experimentation was encouraged beginning,. 


Interest was keener, more alive, more 
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using the kindergarten curriculum from Washington 
guide. Meetings and informal conferences 
were held. The project method was ever topic 
interest. The teachers eagerly took advantage 
visiting day, going the schools where was most 
intelligently handled. 


Winter Project 


The first week January little boy brought his 
new sled kindergarten. This was the beginning 
for the project. talked winter and the chil- 
agreed bring their sleds and the park for 
encouraging the party was first create nucleus 
around which build project, and second visit 
the park winter notice the change from summer. 

The next day the sleds were brought and, when 
talking about going slide, one little girl said she 
would take the doll. Here the kindergartner seized 
the opportunity using this nucleus for the 
project. The doll had warm clothes and sled. 
‘Several volunteered make the clothes once. 
They started but did not finish time for the doll 
wear them. they insisted upon taking 


the doll and she was wrapped blanket. The, 


blanket did not prove very satisfactory covering 
the doll was danger catching very severe 
-cold. 

The following day the little girls who had volun- 
teered again worked the dollie’s winter clothes. 
This introduced the subject wool, its source and 
manufacture, and the care the mother protect- 
‘ing from cold weather with woolen clothes. The 
was not forced upon the children but 
about spontaneously and was not talked about 
-every day. 

The talk about mother making warm clothes for 
the children led the question whether the little 
kindergarten mothers had any warm clothes for their 
play children. consequence the little girls 
brought their dolls and woolen cloth, patterns were 
planned and cut, and various style coats, caps, capes, 
scarfs were soon the process making. The 
boys volunteered make sleds and the project was 
and lively interest life situation gave 
inspiration for creative work. 

Posters and pictures children enjoying the 
winter sports were hung the room. This gave 
‘interest the few who had not entered this big 
project and many original posters resulted. 


Shearing pens and barns for sheep were built 
with blocks, and weaving was introduced weaving 
woolen strips through the backs the chairs. Some 
the sleds made from starch boxes resemble 
babies’ sleds and painted light blue were very attract- 
ive. 

The interest lasted until the second week 
February when the dolls and sleds were ready and 
took them out into the school yard and gave 
them good time little hill. 

little girl who had been absent returned 
kindergarten the first week February and busied 
herself making valentines. Thus our winter project 
faded away and with little admiration for and talk 
about the valentines all found interest new 
project. 


Patriotic Project 


One the most satisfying projects carried 
one kindergarten was during the patriotic period 
February. After talking about the different ways 
which the great American birthdays were cele- 
brated, with parades, music, flags, caps, decorations, 
etc., one small girl went very directly and made 
float, decorated took her two days 
finish it. The idea was once taken three 
four others and spread from day day until 
twenty the twenty-five were away for 
dear life. Some made two more and one little 
girl worked for five days one rather elaborate auto. 
The children brought their own boxes had large, 
small, and middle sized wagons, autos, and one 
sleigh decorated gorgeously with tissue and crepe 
paper, streamers, rosettes, and pompons. There 
were four distinct types. The others were variations 
the originals, but the scope for color schemes and 
the difference the boxes made possible have 
two alike. The result was most gratifying both 
kindergartners and children. 

Suggestions from the kindergartners were seldom 
necessary. idea had appealed and since the war 
parades have become part every child’s experi- 
ence.

considering song material suitable for young 
children have thought song form lan- 
guage which may grow into art form. have 
reminded ourselves that child’s first attempts 
verbal expression are never lengthy, often halting, 
and concerned with the things which touch his life, 
one atatime.

emphasizing the value songs which say one 
thing, briefly, and with simple tone combinations,
